Host, Charlie Harrison, 3rd 
putting up a well judged ride and 
showing his knowledge of the hunt 
country, rode his imported twelve 
year old gray gelding, Briarfield to a 
decisive victory over the four and 
one-half miles of rolling country in 
the good time of ten minuies, forty 
seconds. 

At the drop of the flag, the large 
field got away well bunched. William 
L. Van Alen on his good hunter, Grey 
Flight took the lead, as the horses 
rounded the flag at Happy Hill and 
headed away straight across country 
for the next point at Quaker woods. 
He was closely followed by Flash, rid- 
den by Joseph Murtagh and William

Personlly, I can see no reason why the lady riders should not be allow- 
ed to ride in any steeplechase as they are in some of the best on the Conti- 
nent, and in England the Ladies’ Point-to-Point is as sporting an event as 
one could wish to see. 

An indignant, an outraged lady in 1723, regarding a race on the Ripion 
(England) race card that year, wrote: ‘‘Last week Mrs. Aislabie gave a 
plate to be run for by women, and nine of that sex mounted their steeds, 
rid astride, were dress’d in drawers, waistcoats and jockey caps, their shapes 
transparent, and a vast concourse of people to see them. I think the lady 
who was the benefactress to this indecent diversion should have made the 
tenth in number.”

As far back as 1857 ladies rode thoroughbreds astride at the Fair of 
the Housatonic Agricultural Society, Great Barrington, Massachusetts. In 
the fall of 1930 Mrs. Katherine Toerge won the Essex Hunt Ladies’ Steeple- 
chase, and in the Aiken Hunters Steeplechase in 1931 she rode Cheramay, 
but Lipingo with Miss Jean Alcott up could not be denied and won in a walk. 
In the fall of 1933 at the United Hunts Meeting Mrs. Toerge was again first 
in the ladies race beating a field of six on the flat. 

Charles Harrison, 3rd, at his successful Radnor Point-to-Point meet- 
ings each year, where his keen little wife, ‘“Judy’’, never fails to pull her 
share of the load, has given America just a peep of what can be accomplish- 
ed. For many years he has been giving a Ladies’ Point-to-Point over a good 
stiff post and rail course, and aiso a mixed event where the ladies ride 
against men. At these meetings Mrs. Hope Montgomery Scott and Miss 
Charlotte I. Montgomery have held their own.

The wooded hills above the Harbor 
have withstood the battling elements 
for centuries but the hurricane last 
fall uprooted and laid flat the giants 
of the forest. Now unprotected, the 
waiting horsemen stand as Hounds 
draw the ravines below. Wind and 
rain beat down upon him today and 
not until eight miles of country had 
been drawn did Hounds find the 
plump, pullet-fed Underhill fox in 
Burden’s. For 35 minutes this fine 
fellow ran hard, but within a radius 
of two miles and this was all right 
as it included two loops over the 
Jackson fences. Hounds marked him 
in the woods where they had found. 

A while ago, the Horsemen’s As- 
sociation, the members of which are 
all professionals, gave a fund-rising 
banquet and invited as guest speaker 
a gentleman, of renown in the Horse 
Show World. During the course of 
his oration, he stated it was most 
lamentable that professional horse- 
men could not attend Army Schoois 
of Equitation, thus inferring that 
his audience rode like plumbers. 

Some members of this organizat- 
ion hunt with us and their collective 
pulses quickened when they beheld 
their guest speaker arrive at the 
meet today. The beat increased plea- 
surably when they saw his host in- 
troduce him to the mount he was to 
ride, for this horse {s well known in 
our country as a bold and magnifi- 
cient jumper who can only be ridden 
on a loose rein. 

The product of the Army Schoo! of 
Equitation mounted. He let down his 
leathers till his legs hung straight, 
he placed his anchorage well hack 
in the saddle, arched his back, lean- 
ed forward and took a_ nice’ short, 
snug hold of the reins and then pro- 
gressed to the first draw in a series 
of spirals. He looked unhappy but 
never gave an inch of rein. Hounds 
then went away with a good fox who 
crossed the Bailey farm, and_ our 
guest pulled to the back of the field 
and at a trot carefully negotiated 
the obstacles. This took a little time 
and Hounds and field had vanished 
when he landed over the last one. 
They lost, however, within another 
half mile and so. still progressinz 
spirally our friend eventually rejoin- 
ed us. 

Tt is not certain whether a change 
in mounts was requested or whether 
the host suggested it. but a change 
was made and a_ professional now 
mounted the bold jumper, pulled up 
his leathers, placed himself at ease 
in the saddle, gave the horse plenty 
of rein and happly skimmed over the 
country as Hounds, finding in Ald- 
Tich’s, turned through Ellis’ and 
lost their fox fifteen minutes later 





down by the Morgan Elk pen. 
The Meadow Brook Hunter Trials 
were fortunate in having two com- 
petent judges perched in the eagle’s 
nest on the hill, and one was the 
selfsame gentleman with the definite 
ideas regarding the riding of pro- 
fessional horsemen. 
To wind up our story, we _ leap 
lightly to the fourth event of the day 
the heavyweight class. Twelve horses 
were entered and on performance, 
Number 47, who had swept over the 
course like qa greyhound and _ been 
riden by a slip of a girl, certainly had 
the edge on the field. The horses 
were called into the ring and_ the 
judges, after studying their cards, 
immediately went in search of star 
performer 47. Painful recognition 
came to one at approximately ten 
paces. It rooted him to the ground. 
He called for a huddle. They huddled. 
Coming out of it, briskly they passed 
right on down the line, selected four 
horses of unblemished if unknown 
character and made the _ following 
awards: 

1st. Harry T. Peters’ The Ghost 

2nd. Mrs. Richard 
Blandford 

3rd. Harvey D. Gibson’s Magist- 
rate ; 

4th. Castle Bar also from the Pet- 
ers’ Stable.

The first three horses in this class 
were imported by the English deal- 
er Andrew McIlwaine, and a credit- 
able treo of heavyweight horses they 
were. 

The morning started with the class 
for Middleweights, which drew eight 
entries. On performance and class, 
Mr. Gibson's Brian Boru’ deserved 
the blue, and Talisinan who has car- 
ried the Senior Master two days a 
week all season and was well shown 
by Harry Peters Jr., was a fine sec- 
ond. Mr. Gibson’s Income Tax,  a- 
nother McIlwaine horse, was third, 
and Freddy Pratt’s good thorough- 
bred Joyster was fourth. 

There were 21 horses in the Light- 
weight division and the twenty-first 
provided the sporting spectacle of 
the day. This is an extraordinary 
animal, which in spite of 24 qts., of 
oats a day looks like a Victorian hat- 
rack. He stands 16-3, has a neck of 
prodigious length and swanlike slim- 
ness, to which at one end is attached 
a bony head held high, and to the 
other a body resembling a topogra- 
phical map of the Rockies reposing 
on four insecure and unsymmetrical 
legs. 

Don Quixote Bodman, owner of 
this oddity. declared a hankering to 
ride the Hunter Trial course, made 
a post entry (cash down, thank you 
D. Q. B.) and set sail. Old Hatrack 
curled his lips back over his big, yel- 
low, buck teeth, grabbed the bit, and 
flipped over the first two fences in 
an elegant manner. The 24 qts. then 
worked down to the energy depot, 
the pace became electric and_ the 
spectators pleasantly alarmed. 

The 3rd, 4th and 5th fences flash- 
ed by and then the pilot jammed the 
tiller hard over and came about on a 
flying turn for home. Over the 6th 
he flew and with but two to go, Old 
Hatrack must have said to himself, 
“Hell, I’m hungry,” for of a sudden 
he tore off the course in the general 
direction of Connecticut. Don Quixote 
stood in his stirrups and fought the 
buck teeth for possession of the bit. 
On the fifteenth tug, Old Hatrack’s 
bony face was moved round and per- 





force the rest of him followed and he 


charged over the last two fences, tore 
by the judges and made for the 
Atlantic Ocean. Returning later, Mr. 
Bodman graciously complimented us 
on the course. 

The perfect performance of * Mr. 
Gibson’s Locket riddén by Mrs. 
James A. Hewlett and the almost 
perfect rounds of Mrs. Gibson’s 
Little River and others may have 
made qa prettier picture but had not 
that ‘“‘je ne sais quoi’ of Old Hat- 
rack’s. 

The awards were: Locket Ist, 
Little River 2nd, Miss Patricia Len- 
nen’s Nimrod (Miss Niles up) 3rd, 
and 4th Freddy Pratt’s The Caber. 

The Children’s Hunter Trial for 
children under 14 yrs. of age brou- 
ght forth six entries and four riders, 
and as good an exhibition of horse- 
manship as one could wish to see. 
Miss Cynthia Cary led off with a per- 
fect round and a beautifully rated 
ride on her bay full bred mare Trin- 
ket.

son of Irish Battle—Pride of the Cot- 
tage was running easily, and carried 
along Postman Home, as Budget Boy 
dropped back to third. The latter 
had jumped well and run strongly, 
but folded badly on the back stretch, 
after the half-way mark. 

With but four fences to go, the 
eventual winner was on top by some 
ten lengths, just galloping, and Post- 
man Home was distancing Budget 
Boy with every stride, while Capt. 
Bill and Boo Ii were well in the ruck. 
Over the next to the last, Faction 
Fighter hit hard, taking out two 
rails (and they are solid round rails 
down at Camden), without so much 
as missing a stride. Mr. Harrison 
took advantage of this, sending Post- 
man Home up to within five lengths 
approaching the final and 18, but 
Faction Fighter proved the sharper 
horse. 

Hardly had the blown Budget Boy 
trailed in 40 lengths off of Postman 
Home, and Capt. Bill and Boo II com- 
pleted the course, than an absolute 
blinding rain storm swept the crowd. 
The Springdale Steeplechase, featur- 
ed brush event was postponed some 
quarter of an hour, when five accept- 
ed the issue. The going had not been 
appreciably changed by the storm, as 
it’s a sandy-turf in Camden. 

If blanket finishes continue at the 
hunt-meetings there will be need of 
cameras. Our Manager, owned by L. 
W. Robinson, Jr., and ridden by 
Jockey McGovern nicked Wild Son by 
a head in an upset as this Montpelier 
entry was good enough to win the 
Masters of Foxhounds ’Chase last 
fall. Little Cottage II was less than 
a neck off. Again the Wallach-Watch 
belied the running, for these good 
‘chasers were stepping along, and 
certainly completed a 2% mile course 
in less than the posted 5:15 1-5. 
Capt. Ewart Johnston’s Seafarin Dan 
met with misfortune at the very first 
jump, when he bobbled, and on land- 
ing, snatched Mr. Harrison over his 
head. The erst-while timber-topper 
was considered a strong possibility 
for this race. Mr. Woolfe, the train- 
er of the winner, Our Manager, was 
on Cabin Fire, an entry from the 
Robinson Stable, giving 15 pounds to 
his stable-mate. 

The Camden Plate. with 20 nomi- 
nated, after considerable scratching, 
had eleven starters and was a sizzling 
mile on the turf. It was good for the 
hunt-meeting picture to see a new 
owner in John Hay Whitney, and a 
new trainer in John B. Balding, have 
to do with the winning efforts of 
Sweetie Pie, son of Royal Minstrel— 
Sugar Cake. It was just by a head 
that Mr. George H. ‘‘Pete’’ Bostwick 
was turned back on his own Nellie 
Bly, who had this slight advantage 
over Montpelier’s Sword Hilt. The 
Judges had to be alert to catch this 
one.

There’s no one rides so boldly and there’s no one rides so 
fair.” 

That grand old sportsman “Gerry”, J. G. Leiper won the Pickering 
Hunt Point-to-Point last fail on Cherrybrook and as he had won the cup in 
1936 he took it for good and all. ‘Gerry’ won last fall by cutting off one 
hundred yards when he sailed with his hunter over a big five feet two inch 
fence, awkwardly placed on a bank beside a road with only four feet of turf 
to land on before a sharp descent of ten or twelve feet to the highway, while 
all of the others went to a low place. This gallant sportsman has certainly 
“pred on” for his three daughters, Mary F. (Polly), Edith and Carolyn H. 
(Cuddles), all have won on the flat and ‘between the flags.’ 


At Happy Hill ‘‘Polly’”’ won the race against the men, there being four- 
teen in the field. In this race ‘“‘Dave”’ O’ Dell shut a gate that stood open 
put, as would be expected, Gerry’s daughter sailed over the top of it. She 
also wou a ladies’ race at Happy Hill farm, and two races over brush at the 
Habbleton Farm, Up Country Meet at Ambler. And I regret that I have not 
records of the two younger daughters’ riding as there seems to be no record 
of lady riders kept by the National Steeplechase & Hunt Association. Years 
ago Mrs. R. Tucker Burr, now Master of the Norfolk Hunt, was in Ireland 
and entered a Point-to-Point there in one of the best hunting countries and 
finished second, handicapped by a side saddle and no knowledge of the coun- 
try. A great performance! 

By tar the most sporting event in America last year was the Warrenton 
Point-to-Point when Mrs. George Cutting, an honest follower of the 
Hounds, won easily over a field of sixteen including as game and hard-bitten 
a lot of riders as ever went to the post in Virginia. There was “Bill’’ Streett, 
the great Maryland Hunt Cup rider on a good one which collapsed beyond 
the in and out; Horace Moffett on a winner in 1935, and himself a cross 
country man of note, fell a tew fields from home and it was ten minutes 
before his horse could rise; Capt. R. J. Kirkpatrick came a cropper going 
into the North Wales Club, and Thomas Mott, Jr., a winner of Point-to- 
Points, fell at the first ditch less than one-eighth of a mile from the start. 

Mrs. Cutting, weighing one hundred and twenty-five pounds, rode a 
grand race on Irish Buckle, a son of Buchan imported by Mrs. ‘“‘Jock’’ Whit- 
ney. 

All this shows that the field is laid for the American ‘‘Angels on Horse- 
back”’ to be as successful in their world of sport as Helen Wills Moody has 
been on the courts‘at Wimbledon, but remember the foreign cracks are far 
in the lead, and the three illustrations here give a little idea of what our 
lady riders have before them. 

Mrs. Sylvia Masters who is one of the joint masters of that grand coun- 
try, the Tipperary, lreland, wrote in answer to my questionnaire in the fall 
of 1935: 

I rode my first Point-to- Point winner at sixteen years of age. 

Best year: seventeen out of twenty-three rides. 

The Point-to-Point season here only lasts from March 1 to April 30. 

For five years, 1921-26, I was in England and did not ride at all. 

My favorite Point-to-Point horse was Cyclone Billy, a bay gelding by 
Wildair belonging to Sir Thomas Amsworth on which I won seven races off 
the reel. 

My total number of winners is one hundred and two, (This was in 
1935.) 

The Irish Field, of Mrs. Masters, wrote: “‘She has great courage and 
judgment, beautiful hands, strong in finish, and so came to be recognized 
and was in great demand at hunt meetings. She never stops to choose her 
mounts, and yet her victories mount up.’”’ She rode Mustard Box eight times 
and won seven. She won the ‘‘all comers’ open race in the Ward Hunt 
Point-to-Point six times in the last seven years. The spring of 1935 she 
had eight mounts in three days racing in the Midlands and won seven of 
them. 

When hunting with Kilkenny in 1912, I stayed with ‘‘Ikey” Bell, and 
found his wife as keen to go to Hounds as the redoubtable master. Their 
little daughter was there, perhaps had a pony to ride, but now she is taking 
her place in the front ranks in Point-to-Paints in the United Kingdom, and 
reports tell of her winning the ladies’ race at the South and West Wilts 
Point-to-Point meeting while her mother occupied fourth place. 

One glance at the girlish figure mounted on Rattles shows her a horse- 
woman born and bred, and it would be hard to imagine a more attractive 
figure than that wearing the white and colored silk blocks and quartered 
cap. 

In an article I wrote of racing silks lately, I forgot to mention those of 
the Duchess of Norfolk which were particularly striking for as Miss Lavinia 
Strutt when riding Point-to-Points in 1936, she wore a Mickey Mouse jacket. 
This she has now discarded and taken her husband’s, the Duke of Norfolk’s 
colors ,which are sky blue, scarlet quartered cap, almost like the livery of 
the Duke of Norfolk who first registered his silks in 1789, sky blue, cap the 
same. 

At the Essex Hunt Club (England) Meeting on Hatfield Heath last 
April the chief attraction was the Ladies’ Open Race for the Warwick Vase 
which drew entrants from all over England, and has been described as the 
Ladies’ National. The trophy is a replica of the famous white marble Bac- 
chanalian Vase of Roman origin probably made between A. D. 117 and 138, 
now in the possession of the Earl of Warwick. The Vase was won by Miss 
I. Grange riding Hackglass for Mr. G. Goodchild. 

At the finish filled with spectators was a farm wagon from Tresham 
Gilbey’s farm not far distant, and on the wagon were three generations of 
the late Sir Walter Gilbey who did so much for Sport and Art in the United 
Kingdom. 

But now, let’s cross the Channel with this verse of Will Ogilvie’s in our 
minds. 

“Danger beckons yet to daring 

And the colors wait for wearing 

While dame fortune plans the falls. 

Lo! the spirit of endeavor 

Burns in England’s heart forever. 
Aintree calls!” 


The Aintrees of the Continent have called many of the Amazons for 1n 
thirty-seven races confined to them on the various German meetings during 
1937, thirteen of the thirty-one ladies who rode were successful, and one, 
Mrs. E. Blume, steered ten out of her twenty-seven mounts to victory, and 
was champion jockey of her sex in the fatherland. 

To me the most thrilling steeplechase picture I have even. seen is that 
of Mile. Brandis riding Norma winning the officer’s steeplechase, one of the 
most important races on the Pardubice Course in Czechoslovakia which is 
the stiffest on the Continent of Europe. Norma was the property of Count 
Kinsky, whose forbearer, Count C. Kinsky, won the English Grand National 
on Zoedone in 1883, riding his own horse to victory. The lithe figure of 
Mile. Brandis is superb and she is not going to let the reins slip through her 
hands and allow her body to touch the horses’ back as many of the English 
riders are in the habit of doing. There seems to be little lead under the 
Saddle, and the girl looks to weigh perhaps one hundred and ten pounds and 
the horses’ mouth shows that she is not pulling abnormally hard on it. 

When I first saw the picture, I instinctively threw a kiss to Mile. Bran- 
dis, and to the many lady riders of America, I say, 
“Go thou and do likewise.”

RIDING TO WRITE 


Sree See ees 

To horsemen, the Maryland Hunt Cup stands out as a bright spot in the 
year of racing, like some Dick Christian or Osbaldistone among a field of less 
famous, though gallant, contemporaries. The supreme test over five foot 
timber is a prize that timber men compare with no other. It is not strange 
then that a man and his horse who have hunted to write, have jumped prac- 
tically every variety of timber fence, from five foot gates, barways and post- 
and-rails in two years of following Hounds, should seek to try the greatest 
of all timber tests. 

It takes a good horse to follow Hounds for two seasons, to carry 200 
pounds in the first flight and be up at the finish day after day to Chronicle 
news of famous runs. This the Chronicle’s staff hunter Easy Mark has done 
with convincing ease. It takes an even better horse to jump the hunting 
field fences at point-to-point speed. As a pair, Gerald B. Webb, Jr., our 
Managing Editor, and Kasy Mark have won two four and a half mile tests 
across country in a manner that has left no room for doubt as to their ability 
With each of these accomplishments there has been opportunity of carrying 
our readers along.on winning rides. But what of their chances in the great- 
est of all timber races? 

The race was conceived for hunters and their owners up. For over 40 
years the finest timber horses in the country have gone the course to thrill 
thousands who come annually to see this Aintree of America, run at such 
speed over timber. The question is now, is this race a place for a big jump- 
ing hunter and a foxhunting rider? It used to be, when the best Corinthians 
of Maryland vied for The Cup on their own hunting-hunters. The entries, 
however, in the past decade have numbered but few owner-riders and hunt- 
ing-hunters. In recent years the winners have been specially prepared 
super-timber horses and, in the last three years, Benjamin H. Griswold III 
has been the lone owner-rider when he put up the great performance of fin- 
ishing on Be Happy, in 1937. 

To ride in the Maryland is the dream of many, and so it has been Mr. 
Webb's. The opportunity of riding the son of Hustle On—Cleopatra (she by 
*Corcyra), as beautifully bred a hunter as ever trod Virginia hunting fields, 
is the rare chance to try the metal of a fine thoroughbred in company where 
his blood, his courage and his jumping ability entitle him to be tried. Fur- 
ther, it is an opportunity of rendering to our many readers a very intimate 
and reliable description of the race from the viewpoint of a contestant. 

In making the decision to enter the Maryland, by sending our best Staff 
hunter into such running, the problem has been one of particular signifi- 
cance, because of The Chronicle’s insistence in article after article, that tim- 
ber racing of the future lies in the hunting-horse rather than in the fast 
steeplechaser. The years of experience in the hunting field, the ability to 
jump post-and-rails of every conceivable height from every imaginable po- 
sition and the stamina to stay although Hounds carry horse and rider for 
mile after mile at a grueling pace, these, it is our contention, are the pre- 
requesites of the successful timber horse. The horse and owner who can 
do these things well and be in at the kill ready for more, is the combination 
to carry fittingly the great traditions of racing over timber. 

For this reason, (to test the Chronicle’s Editorial belief) to fulfill a boy- 
hood ambition of our Managing Editor and to cover the Hunt Cup from the 
rider’s angle, The Chronicle’s Easy Mark is being pointed for The Maryland, 
under the watchful eye of Louis Duffey, well known Middleburg horseman 
and hunter-trainer. The rest of us should wish them well. They are maid- 
ens in a field of fast company. They aim high, this pair of foxhunters, but 
both man and horse, should approach their test secure in the knowledge 
that if experience across country, classic blood lines and ability to jump 
timber have anything to do with accomplishing the Maryland, they at least 
have as sporting a chance as the rest.
